cue. 
It was decided to appropriate $2,500 
from the fuml, and the Saratoga asso­ 
ciation will guarantee the other $2,500. 
so that the richest two-year-old fixture 
of the season is now assured. 
Algernon Daingeriiekl, assistant sec­ 
retary of the Jockey club, in making 
the announcement said: 
“ it is certainly vastly better for all 
horsemen that the Futurity should be 
decided In August rather than much 
later in the season and at Saratoga 
rather than at an amateur race course 
as had been contemplated.

Washington, April 17.— Although 
the ro o ts of the plant known as the 
“water llelnloek’, contain a deadly 
poison, it^ tops and seeds in hay will 
not harm cattle, according to scien­ 
tists of the 
U. S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. 
These scientists, whose 
specialty it is to investigate plants 
from which drugs and poisons are 
taken, have been compiling data on 
this plant, which is one of the most 
deadly known in America. 
The De­ 
partment hay just issued a bulle­ 
tin 
(No. 
69 
containing a 
com­ 
prehensive statement of these ex­ 
periments 
and 
entitled “Cicuta or 
Water Hemlock.* 
Besides its scientific name “Cieu- 
ta ” 
and its 
more popular 
name 
“water hemlock,” the plant is known 
in various localities as “eowbane,” 
“wild parsley,” “snakeroot,” “spott­ 
ed hemlock,” “snakeweed,” and “ bea 
ver poison.” 
In New Mexico it has 
been known as “pecos.” 
The plant 
has also popular German names, as 
it is found in Germany. 
* 
The plants grow in wet 
places 
such as swamps and irrigating dit­ 
ches in nearly all of our 
Northern 
and Western States. 
When the root 
of the plant is cut open drops of an 
aromatic oil are seen. 
These give 
the root a peculiar 
odor and are 
popularly thought to be the source 
of the poison. 
The poison is indeed 
in the root, but is secreted in the form 
of a resin which is distinct from the 
oil. 
Although ^he poison is most 
deadly, tlie tact that it is confined to 
the roots rather than extending to 
the tops and seeds accounts for the 
fact that it causes but comparatively 
few 
deaths. 
The total loss from 
such weeks as “loco” and “larkspur” 
is much greater. 
There 
have 
been relatively few 
human beings poisoned by this weed 
in America. 
Most of those afflicted 
have been children who have been 
poisoned in the spring when the dan­ 
gerous element in the plant 
seems 
most active. 
Cases of such poison 
are recorded in Maine, New Hamp­ 
shire. 
Massachusetts, New 
York, 
*Ne\v 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, South 
Carolina, Ohio, 
Kentuekv, 
Illinois 


j Indiana, Michigan, Wisconsin, Min- 
i nesota, Iowa, North and South Da­ 
kota, ArizomL Nevada, and 
Utah. 
The total number is very small, five 
eases tor instance having been re­ 
ported in one year in Montana, of 
which four were fatal. 
Cases of cattle poisoned rin this 
country have been noted in Washing- 
ton, Oregon, California. Arizona and 
North Dakota. 
Individual 
owners 
of stock have occasionally lost very 
heavily. 
One man in Oregon estim­ 
ated the hi'-s in his immediate neigh­ 
borhood for one year at ten per cent. 
Another estimates the average an­ 
nual los> in Oregon at one hundred 
head. 
The los> of thirty head of 
cattle and eighty sheep was reported 
for one year in Montana,. The losses 
are of course 
inconsiderable 
com­ 
pared with losses from other causes. 
As patients have usually recover­ 
ed when attempts to vomit were su c ­ 
cessful, the logical remedy is co n sid ­ 
ered by scientists to be an emetic. 
If this is given promptly wit It the 
first symptoms a favorable recovery 
may 
he 
expected. 
The emetic is 
logically followed by a carthartie to 
rid the body completely of the dan­ 
gerous principle. 
When convulsions 
art* violent some form of opium may 
he given to control them but the 
main reliance must be placed upon 
the emetic. 
This has been the treat­ 
ment used throughout the whelp his­ 
tory of poisoning from this plant. 
Little 
can he 
accomplished for 
poisoned livestock a s the convulsion 
are so violent that it is difficult to 
give any remedy. Hypodemic 
injee- 
ions of morphine to control the con 
vulsions have been recommended by 
certain authorities who advise giving 
sheep one and one-half grains, am 
the cattle and horses three to ten 
grains. 
This may assist them 
in 
■'onfrolling 
the 
convulsions 
an< 
doubticss a purgative would help to 
carry <»ff the effects of the 
jwuson 


M o s t cases, however, are 
so hope­ 


less that an ounce of prevention Is 
worth a pound of cure.
